1, As of 7 November 1950 the lh Army was under orders to go-to Manchuria, On 
7 November a battalion (a total of 500 troops) of the 396°Regimoent, 132° 
Division, and a detachment of 700 men of the 388 Repimont, 130 Division, 
arrived at Canton from the East River sector. On 9 Novembor they left 
Canton by train for the north. 

2. In early ob aeictg 2,000 troors of the 2 Field Army (FA) took up positions 
at Tiehshih (.% ), thachou (44 4), Taso (112-17, 21-117) and Yaimen 
(113-06, 22th) > These troops were preparing to join forces with troops 
of the Kwangtune. «Kvrangsi Coluin (KKC) to conduct large-scale operations 
against Local guerrillas. CHRNG Shao~k'ang Ca Ay fe ) and YEN Shang--min

3. About 1,009 troops left Canton on 12 ievenice, arrived at Chungshan (113-36, 
22~22) Hsien on 13 November, and were deployed as follows: 500 men at 
Ch ichiac ( #% ra ), Chungshan; 200 at Henpmen ( 4% 94); and 300 on the 
Vanshan ané Lasami Islands, _These mon were from an independent tank arti 
lery regiment of the 3 FA; a number of then were formerly in the lh TA and 
have deen absorbed into the 3 FA, They were equipped with 18 cannon, 12 
heavy machine’ guns (7 x 24 mm and 5 x 13 mn), 8 heavy puns, 3 trucks and 
2 Le Ent tanis, which were stored at Chuhsiuyuan.

Six thousand troops of the 76 Division, 2h Army,3 passed through 
Hufyang from Canton en route to Swatow, They had 12 mountain gms 9 9 howitzers, 
12 anti-tank guns and 12 heavy mortars, 


On 8 December 11 Army headquarters in Huiyang decided that air defense 
measures Should be increased and fishermen showld be organized and trained. 
The hi Army has arplied to the Kwangtung Military District Comnand (KDC) 
for men to replace those sent to Korea, 


In early December there were less than 1,600 Communist troops in Huiyang, 
including 600 men of the 41 Army and around 700 men of the ERMD 


As of 15 December, 70,000 troops of the.3 FA had been transferred to 
Evangtung from Chekiang and Pukien, and to the command of YCH Chien-ying. 


On 20 Decarber, 30,000 Catmmnist troops of the 31 Army passed throuzh 
Huiyangy fron Pole (1L<1.7, 23-09), going toward Swatow, with 16 heavy guns, 
30 Lovituers, 30 mountain guns, 200 x 6O ma guns » KO anti-tank guns, 12 
heavy norters and 60 x 82 2m mortars. 


As of late December there were 110,000 troops in the ERMD coastal. area from 
the 2 Army, the 21 Army (less two divisions) and the 31 Army.

On 7 November Canton Air Defense Headquarters sent out provaganda teams to 
conduct, an air raid precaution (ARP) campaign in and around Canton, Members 
of the local. civilian labor mit were to help the local populace build air 
raid shelters, All large buildings mst stock large quantities of sand and 
watcr, and sandbags were to be stacked on important thoroughfares, ARP 
pamphlets were being distributed, 


Inspection of Bocca Tigris 


On § November YEH Chien-yings LI Tso-peng (4 1% Wi), his chief of staff;
